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Rabbi says gun 
'mirac ulously jammed' 
in California attack

POWAY, Calif. (AP) — In the 

minutes after the gunman 
fled the scene ofa shooting 
that killed a woman inside 
a Southern California syna¬ 
gogue, a wounded Rabbi 
Yisroel Goldstein wrapped 
his bloodied hand in a 
prayer shawl, stood on a 
chair and addressed the 
panicked congregation, 
vowing to stay strong in the 
face of the deadly attack 
targeting his community. 


"We are a Jewish nation 
that will stand tall. We will 
not let anyone take us 
down. Terrorism like this 
will not take us down," 
Goldstein recalled telling 
his congregants after the 
gunfire erupted Saturday 
atChabad of Poway. Con¬ 
gregant Lori Kaye, 60, was 
killed in the shooting, which 
injured Goldstein, 8-year- 
old Noya Dahan and her 
34-year-old uncle, Almog 
Peretz, authorities said.

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Oliver North outasNRA presidentafterleadeiship dispute

INDIANAPOUS (AP) — Oli¬ 
ver North announced Sat¬ 
urday that he would not 
serve a second term as 
National Rifle Association 
president, making it clear 
he had been forced out by 
the gun lobby's leadership 
afterhisownfailed attempt 
to remove the NRA's long¬ 
time CEO in a burgeoning 
divide over the group's fi¬ 
nances and media opera¬ 
tions. 

"Please know I hoped to 
be with you today as NRA 
president endorsed for re- 
election. I'm now informed

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thatwill not happen," North 
said in a statement that 
was read by Richard Chil¬ 
dress, the NRA's first vice 
president, to members at 
the group's annual con¬ 
vention. 

North, whose one-year 
term endsMonday, did not 
show up for the meeting, 
and his spot on the stage 
was left empty, his name¬ 
plate still in its place. His 
statement was largely met 
with silence. Wayne La Pi¬ 
erre, whom North had tried 
to push out, later received 
two standing ovations 
It was a stunning conclu¬ 
sion to a battle between 
two conservative and 
Second Amendment ti¬ 
tans — North, the retired 
Marine lieutenant colonel 
with a ramrod demeanor 
who was at the center of 
the Iran-Contra scandal 
of the 1980s, and La Pierre, 
who has been battle-test¬ 
ed in the decades since 
he took up the mantle of 
gun rights He has fought 
back challenges that have 
arisen over the decades, 
seemingly emerging un¬ 
scathed each time. In this 
latest effort, he pushed 
back against North, tell¬ 
ing members of the NRA's 
board of directors that 
North had threatened to 
release "damaging" infor¬ 
mation about him to them 
and saying it amounted to 
an "extortion"attempt. 
Hundreds of the NRA's es¬ 
timated 5 million members 
packed into the conven¬ 
tion center in Indianapolis 
where the group's annual 
meetings were being held. 
Near the end of the two- 
hour meeting, some mem¬ 
bers challenged efforts to 


adjourn and pushed to 
question the board about 
controversies involving itsfi- 
nancial management, the 
relationship with its long¬ 
time public relations firm 
and details of what North 
sought to raise about al¬ 
leged misspending, sexual 
harassment and other mis¬ 
management. 

But those cries were 
drowned out as some 
board members urged 
such conversations not to 
be held at such a large 
public forum, even if the 
media were eventually dis¬ 
charged from the room. 
'We don't want to give the 
other side any more infor¬ 
mation than they already 
have," said Tom King, a 
board member from New 
York for more than a de¬ 
cade. 

Offered Marion Hammer, a 
former NRA president and 
longtime lobbyist from Flor¬ 
ida: 'The life's blood of this 
organization is on the line. 
We are underfire from with¬ 
out. We do not need to be 
underattackfrom within." 
"The internal dispute first 
spilled out in public afterthe 
NRA in recent weeks filed a 
lawsuit against Ackerman 
McQueen, the Oklahoma- 
based public relations firm 
that has earned tens of 
millions of dolla rs in the de- 
cadessince it began shap¬ 
ing the gun lobby's fierce 
talking points. The NRA's 
lawsuit accuses Ackerman 
McQueen of refusing to 
hand overfinanciaI records 
to account for its billings. 
North has a $1 million con¬ 
tract with Ackerman Mc¬ 
Queen, raising alarm bells 
among some in the NFIA 
a b o ut c o nflic ts of inte rest.

Hours after the three 
wounded were released 
from hospitals, Goldstein 
described the onslaught 
at a news conference Sun¬ 
day outside the synagogue 
north of San Diego. 
Goldstein said he was pre¬ 
paring fora service on the 
last day of Passover, a holi¬ 
day celebrating freedom, 
and heard a loud sound. 
He turned around, and a 
saw a young man wearing 
sunglasses standing in front 
of him with a rifle. 

"I couldn't see his eyes. 

I couldn't see his soul," 
Goldstein said. He raised his 
hands and lost one of his 
fingers in the shooting. 

And then, Goldstein said, 
"miraculously the gun 
jammed." 

The attack Saturday came 
exactly six months after a 
mass shooting in a Pitts¬ 
burgh synagogue. 

John T. Earnest, 19, surren¬ 
dered to police after burst¬ 
ing into the synagogue 
and opening fire as about 
100 people were worship¬ 
ping inside. 

Earnest, who had no pre¬ 
vious contact with law en¬ 
forcement, may face a 
hate crime charge in ad¬ 
dition to homicide charges 
when he's arraigned later 
thisweek, San Diego Coun¬ 
ty Sheriff William Gore said. 
He was being held without 
bail, and it was unclear if 
he had an attorney. Police 
searched Earnest's house 
and said he was a Iso being 
investigated in connection 
with an arson attack on a 
mosque in nearby Escon¬ 
dido, California, on March 
24. 

The 8-year-old victim said 
she had just finished pray¬ 
ing and was getting ready 
to go play with other chil¬ 


dren when gunshots rang 
out. Her uncle rushed her 
and the other children out¬ 
side, the girl said. 

Her leg was bleeding but 
doctors told her she didn't 
need surgery, she said. 

"I was scared, really, really 
scared," she said. "I didn't 
see my dad. I thought he 
wasdead." 

Her father, 32-year-old Is¬ 
rael Dahan, said he flipped 
over a folding table as 
soon as he saw the man 
enter carrying a long rifle 
and told people to run. He 
went to look for his children 
and found two had been 
ushered out and his 5-year- 
old was hiding in the bath¬ 
room, he said. 

There were indications an 
AR-type assault weapon 
might have malfunctioned 
after the gunman fired nu¬ 
merous rounds inside, Gore 
said. An off-duty Border 
Patrol agent fired at the 
shooter as he fled, missing 
him but striking hisgetaway 
vehicle, the sheriff said. 
Shortly afterfleeing, Earnest 
called 911 to report the 
shooting, San Diego Police 
Chief David Nisleit said. 
When an officer reached 
him on a roadway, "the sus¬ 
pect pulled over, jumped 
out of his car with his hands 
up and was immediately 
taken into custody," he 
said. Friends described 
Kaye as giving, warm and 
attentive to community 
members on their birth¬ 
days and when they were 
sick. A wife and mother, 
she loved gardening and 
made deliciouschallah for 
her family and friends, said 
Roneet Lev, 55. Goldstein 
described herasa pioneer¬ 
ing founding member of 
the congregation and said 
he was heartbroken by her 
death. He said the attack 


could have harmed many 
more people had the 
shooter turned toward the 
sanctuary where so many 
were praying. 

"Lori took the bullet for all 
of us," the rabbi said, his 
hands wrapped in ban¬ 
dages. "She didn't deserve 
to die." 

He said that Kaye's physi¬ 
cian husband was called 
to tend to a wounded wor¬ 
shipper and fainted when 
he realized it was his wife. 
When the gunfire erupted, 
another worshipper, Shi¬ 
mon Abitbul, said he imme¬ 
diately placed his 2-year- 
old grandson on the floor 
and waited fora break in 
the shooting to grab the 
boy and sprint awayO

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 

Richard Lugar worked to 
alert Americans about the 
threat of terrorism yearsbe- 
fore "weapons of mass de¬ 
struction" became a com¬ 
mon phrase following the 
Sept. 11 attacks. 

The longtime Republi¬ 
can senator from Indiana 
helped start a program 
that destroyed thousands 
of former Soviet nuclear 
and chemical weapons 
after the Cold War ended 
— then warned during a 
short-lived 1996 run for pres¬ 
ident about the danger of 
such devicesfalling into the 
hands of ten-o lists. 

"Every stockpile represents

The soft-spoken and 
thoughtful former Rhodes 
Scholar was a leading Re¬ 


publican voice on foreign 
policy matters during his 
36 years in the U.S. Senate, 
but whose reputation of 
working with Democrats ul¬ 
timately cost him the office 
in 2012. He died Sunday at 
age 87 at a hospital in Vir¬ 
ginia, where he was being 
treated fora rare neurolog¬ 
ical disordercalled chronic 
inflammatory demylinating 
polyneuropathy, or CIPD, 
the Lugar Center in Wash¬ 
ington said in a statement. 
Lugar's long popularity in 
Indiana gave him the free¬ 
dom to concentrate large¬ 
ly on foreign policy and na¬ 
tional security matters — a 
focus highlighted by his 
collaboration with Demo¬ 
cratic Sen. Sam Nunn on a 
program under which the 
United States paid to dis¬ 
mantle and secure thou- 
sandsof nuclearwarheads 
and missiles in the former 
Soviet states after the Cold 
Warended. 

"Every stockpile represents 
a theft opportunity for ter¬ 
rorists and a temptation 
for security personnel who 
might seek to profit by sell¬ 
ing weapons on the black 
market," Lugar said in 2005.

He served for decades on 
the Senate Foreign Rela¬ 
tions Committee, twice 
as chairman, where he 
helped steer arms reduc¬ 
tion pacts for the presi¬ 
dential administrations of 
George H.W. Bush, Bill Clin¬ 
ton and Barack Obama, 
supported an expansion of 
NATO and favored aid to 
Nicaragua'sContra rebels. 
"Lugar was a leader not 
only in the Senate but also 
on the world stage, where 
he worked tirelessly to bring 
pressure to end apartheid 
in South Africa and enforce 
treaties that destroyed So¬ 
viet weapons of mass de¬ 


struction," Vice President 
Mike Pence, a former gov¬ 
ernor of Indiana, said in a 
statement. 

Another former governor, 
Purdue University President 
Mitch Daniels, who spent 
more than a decade as 
chief of staff to Lugar, said, 
'The world is safer from 
nuclear danger because 
of him. And so many of us, 
while falling far short of the 
standardshe set, are vastly 
better people because of 
him." 

Lugar tried to translate his 
foreign policy expertise 
into a 1996 presidential 
run, where his slogan was 
"nuclearsecurity and fiscal 
sanity." But his campaign 
for the GOP nomination 
went badly from the start. 
His kickoff rally began just 
hours afterthe 1995 bomb¬ 
ing of the Oklahoma City 
federal building, and he 
struggled to build name 
recognition and support. 
"He is not, nor does he try 
to be, a good ol 1 boy," Rex 
Early, a former state Re¬ 
publican chairman who 
worked on many of Lugar's 
campaigns, said during the 
presidential run. "He is not a 
back-pounderand doesn't 
tell funny jokes and have a 
beer with the boys." 
Lugartried to counterques¬ 
tions about his demeanor, 
contending that the presi¬ 
dency is "serious business. 
The presidency is not en¬ 
tertainment." He chafed 
at criticism that he wastoo 
straight, too smart, too dull. 
"I don't know what that 
means," he said. "Isit better 
to have someone stupid? 
Or mediocre? Or halfway 
there?" 

He withdrew a year into 
the race after failing to 
win a single convention 
delegate, but not before 
foreshadowing the threat 
of terrorism that would be¬ 
come all too real on Sept. 
11 , 2001 . □ 
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Seattle college says 
student was among 
those killed by crane

SEATTLE (AP) — A college 
freshman was among the 
four people killed when a 
construction crane fell from 
a building and crashed 
onto one of Seattle's busi¬ 
est streets, the university 
said Sunday. 

Sarah Wong, who intend¬ 
ed to major in nursing, was 
in a car when the crane 
fell from a building under 
construction on Google's 
new Seattle campus onto 
Mercer Street Saturday af¬ 
ternoon, according to a 
statement released by Se¬ 
attle Pacific University. 

All four had died by the 
time firefighters had arrived 
Saturday afternoon, Fire 
Chief Harold Scoggins said. 
Two were ironworkers who 
had been inside the crane 
while the othertwo were in¬ 
side a car, Fire Department 
spokesman Lance Garland 
said. 

The names of those who 
died are expected to be 
released Monday. 

"While we grieve the sud¬ 
den and tragic loss of our 
precious student, we draw 
comfort from each other," 
SPU's statement said. "We 
ask that the community 
join us in praying forSarah's 
family and friends during 
this difficult time." 

The crane struck six cars 
and also injured four peo¬ 
ple. 

Frank Kuin, a Montreal- 
based journalist, was in a 
Seattle hotel lobby when 
he heard a "big bang" and 
felt the floor shake. He said 
he initially thought there 
had been an earthquake. 
Then he saw motorists leav¬ 
ing their cars on a nearby 
offramp and running to¬ 
ward something. 

Kuin followed them around 
a comerand saw a chunk 
of the c ra ne lying o n to p of 
cars, including three that 
were crushed. 

"To imagine what hap¬ 
pened to those people 
who just happened to be 
driving by was quite shock¬ 
ing," said Kuin, who later 
took photographs of the 


scene from his fifth floorho- 
tel room.

Officials do not yet know 
the cause of the collapse. 
Washington state labor 
investigators were at the 
scene of the collapse Sun¬ 
day, trying to piece to¬ 
gether what happened, 
according to Tim Church, 
a spokesman forthe Wash¬ 
ington Department of La- 
bo r& Industries. 

"It's a very detailed pro¬ 
cess," he said. "It will actu¬ 
ally be months before we 
have anything regarding 
the cause." 

Church said the agency 
has formally opened an 
investigation into fourcom- 
panies— general contrac¬ 
tor GLY, Northwest Tower 
Crane Service Inc., Omega 
Rigging and Machinery 
Moving Inc. and Morrow 
Equipment Co. LLC. Church 
said he didn't know where 
the companiesare based. 
The towercrane was being 
disassembled when it fell 
from the building, accord¬ 
ing to Church. 

A stretch of Mercer Street 
remained closed Sunday. 
Of the injured, a 28-year- 
old man remained hospi¬ 
talized in satisfactory con¬ 
dition Sunday at Harbor- 
view Medical Center. A 
mother and her infant were 
released from the hospital 
Saturday. The fourth person 
was treated at the scene 
and released. 

The deadly collapse is sure 
to bring scrutiny about the 
safety of the dozens of 
cranes that dot the city's 
skyscape. With Amazon, 
Google and other tech 
companies increasing their 
hiring in Seattle, the city has 
more cranes building of¬ 
fice towers and apartment

DETROIT (AP) — When Fiat 
Chrysler began consider¬ 
ing where to build its next 
assembly plant, the auto¬ 
maker didn't have to look 
far to find land. 

A short walk from itsj effer- 
son North plant on Detroit's 
east side is 200 acres (80 
hectares) of land the com¬ 
pany is eyeing as part of 
a $1.6 billion investment to 
convert its Mack Avenue 
Engine Complex into a new 
facility. 

Decades of residential 
flight, disinvestment and 
abandonment have left 
the Motor City with some¬ 
thing many others just don't 
have: stretchesof available 
rea I estate. Unlike ma ny big 
cities where space is tight 
and most new buildings 
must be vertical, Detroit's 
sprawling empty spaces 
appeal to some develop¬ 
ers. 

Detroit is now working to 
secure the land needed for 
Fiat Chrysler. Some is home 
to an old power plant. A 
tree-planting operation is 
on another part. A large 
chunk is privately owned 
and leased to the auto¬ 
maker as a lot for new ve- 
hic les. 

MayorMike Duggan said in 
late February that Detroit 
had 60 days to pull those 
acres together or the deal 
with Fiat Chrysler could 
sputter. Much of the land 
has been secured, with 
negotiations continuing 
with businessman Manuel 
"Matty" Moroun's family 
for one section, according 
to city spokesman Tim Car- 
roll. The Detroit City Council 
is expected to discuss the 
city's land acquisition plan 
aseaify asMonday. 

A new plant is expected to 
add 3,850jobs. FiatChrysler 
plans an additional 1,100 
new jobs at its adjacent 
Jefferson North Assembly 
pla nt.

The effort is seen as more 
good newsforthe city that 
is still rebounding after its 
2014 exit from the largest 
municipal bankruptcy in 
U.S. history. Bolstered by 
auto and other manufac¬ 
turing jobs, Detroit nearly 
wasbursting atitsseamsby 
the 1950s when the city's 
population rose to about 
1.8 million. But white people 
started to leave the city for 
the suburbs. The outbound 
tide swelled following a 
1967 race riot. The black 
middle class followed. 

Tens of thousands of ag¬ 
ing homes that once held 
families deteriorated. More 
than 14,000 vacant struc¬ 
tures — mostly houses — 
have been tom down over 
the past five years as part 
of the nation's largest de¬ 
molition program. 


About 680,000 people live 
in the c ity — 1.2 millio n few- 
er than six decades ago. 
They're not cramped for 
space: About 14,800 acres 
(5,990 hectares) of land 
in Detroit — 16.75% of the 
city's 88,800 acres (35,940) 
— are considered vacant, 
according to Data Driven 
Detroit. 

"Really, in some ways for 
Detroit to grow it had to 
shrink," said Clifford Brown, 
managing partner of 
Wood bom Partners, which 
is building a $16 million 
mixed-use development 
in southwest Detroit. "The 
vac ant land is just emblem¬ 
atic of Detroit needed to 
shrink for a while before it 
could get healthy. Those 
who were optimistic said 
(the city) was just resting." 
Wood bum Partners' project 


will include 60 new apart¬ 
ments and retail space. 
The land being vac ant was 
part of the appeal, Brown 
said. 

"It's an asset — at least 
from our perspective," he 
said. "We like to develop 
on vacant land." 

In the Cleveland area, de- 
cisionsare made to assem¬ 
ble vac ant pa reels, side lots 
and lots with abandoned 
houses into contiguous 
pieces that possibly could 
see redevelopment. 

"The land becomes valu¬ 
able overtime once it be¬ 
comes assembled," said 
Gus Frangos, Cuyahoga 
Land Bank president. 

But assembling smaller 
parcels into larger pieces 
is complicated, said Joe 
Schilling, senior policy and 
research associate at the 


Washington D.C.-based Ur¬ 
ban Institute. 

" Eve n if the la nd is va c a nt, 
it'soften owned by multiple 
entitiesand some that may 
no longer exist, whether 
bankrupt companies or 
single-family homes," Schil¬ 
ling said. 

Land banks can help, he 
said. 

"You've got to have a plan 
and you also have to have 
a process that really en¬ 
gages the residents who 
live in that neighborhood 
to insure they benefit from 
the regeneration," Schilling 
said. 

"You can't just do one 
thing," he said. "You have 
to build new stuff. You have 
to reclaim some vacant 
land. You kind of have to 
do it all at the same time."

PDlice: 7 shot; 1 fatally, in 
latest Baltimore shooting 


BALTIMORE (AP) — A gun¬ 
man fined indiscriminately 
into a crowd that had 
gathered forSunday cook- 
outs on a Baltimore street, 
wounding seven people 
including one of them fa¬ 
tally, the city's police com- 
missionersaid. 

Authorities said the gunfire 
broke out shortly after 5 
p.m. on a block in the city's 
western district lined with 
brick row homes. 

Police Commissioner Mi¬ 
chael Harrison said a 
black male approached a 
crowd on foot and began 
firing in what he called "a 
very tragic, very cowardly 
shooting." Speaking at the 
scene afterward, Harri¬ 
son said the shooting ap¬ 
peared to be "extremely 
targeted" but he did not 
immediately elaborate on 
a possible motive. 

The shooting comes rough¬ 
ly six weeks after Harrison's 
swearing-in last month as 
Baltimore police commis¬ 
sioner, when he promised 
to make the city safer 
and lead the department 
through sweeping reforms 
required by a federal con¬ 
sent decree. It'sa daunting 
task in one of the country's 
poorest major cities where 
there were more than 300 
homicides in each of the 
past two years. Harrison is 
the city'sl4th police leader 
since the mid-1990s 
The commissioner said 
there were two cookouts 
occurring on opposite 
sides of the street Sunday, 
and that shell casings were 
found in two different loca¬ 
tions in the area, indicat¬ 
ing that there may have 
been a second gunman, 
or someone firing back at 
the first shooter, who fled 
on foot. It was unclear 
whetherthe cookoutswere 
related, Harrison said. 

One man who was shot 
collapsed behind a Bap¬ 


tist church nearby and was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene. Harrison said the six 
other victims were taken to 
hospitals, but he didn't re¬ 
lease theirnamesand had 
no immediate information 
on their conditio ns. 

"It wasn't anything dealing 
with the church. I want to 
make that very clear," act¬ 
ing mayorj ackYoung said. 
Harrison and Young urged 
members of the public to 
help investigators with any 
information asto a suspect 
ora motive. 

"Someone knows some¬ 
thing," Young said. 'These 
things... they don't happen 
by happenstance. People 
know who's doing these 
shootings." 

"The Baltimore Sun reported 
that bullet casings were 
found scattered on the 
ground neargrills, and a ta¬ 
ble still had items on it that 
appeared to be left from 
a cookout. Police officers 
could be seen after the 
shooting placing small or¬ 
ange evidence markerson 
the ground, justfeetfrom a 
barbershop. 

Meanwhile, authorities said 
they would be seeking to 
interview witnesses who 
were present during the 
shooting.

governing center-left So¬ 
cialists won the country's 
election Sunday but must 
seek backing from smaller 
parties to maintain power, 
while a far-right party rode 
an unprecedented surge 
of support to enter the 
lower house of parliament 
for the first time in four de¬ 
cades 

With 99% of ballots count¬ 
ed, the Socialists led by 
Prime Minister Pedro San¬ 
chez won 29% of the vote, 
capturing 123 seats in the 
350-seat Congress of Dep¬ 
uties The new far-right Vox 
party made its national 
breakthrough by captur¬ 
ing 10% of the vote, which 
would give it 24seats. 
Sanchez announced that 
he would soon open talks 
with other political parties, 
telling crowds gathered at 
the gates of his party head¬ 
quarters in central Madrid 
that 'the future has won 
and the past has lost." 

He hinted at a preference 
fora left-wing governing al¬ 
liance but a Iso sent a warn¬ 
ing to Catalan separatists 


whose support he may 
need that any post-elec¬ 
toral pact must respectthe 
country's 1978 constitution, 
which bans regions from 
seceding. 

Vox's success came at the 
expense of the once-dom- 
inant conservative Popu¬ 
lar Party, which fell to 66 


seats, losing more than half 
of its representation since 
the last election in 2016. 
The conservatives also lost 
votes to the center-right 
Citizens party, which will in¬ 
crease its number of seats 
from 32 to 57. 

Voters in Spain had be¬ 
come disillusioned as the 


country struggled with a 
recession, austerity cuts, 
corruption scandals, di¬ 
visive demands for inde¬ 
pendence from the restive 
Catalonia region and a rise 
in far-right nationalism not 
seen since Spa in's dictator¬ 
ship ended in the 1970s. 
'We told you that we were 


going to begin a recon¬ 
quering of Spain and that's 
what we have done," Vox 
leader Santiago Abascal 
said, in reference to the 
15th-century campaign by 
the Spanish Catholic Kings 
to end Muslim rule in the 
Iberian Peninsula. 

Vox, which was formed five 
yearsago, haspromised to 
defend Spain from its "ene¬ 
mies,"citing feminists, liberal 
elites and Muslims among 
others. Its emergence on 
the national stage gives 
Spain five political parties, 
furthering political frag¬ 
mentation in a country that 
was alternately ruled for 
decades by the Socialists 
and the Popular Party. 

To stay in office, the Social¬ 
ists and Sanchez must form 
a governing alliance with 
smaller parties, including 
the far-left United We Can 
led by Pablo Iglesias 
Iglesias said after the 
vote the he "would have 
liked a better result, but 
it's been enough to stop 
the right-wing and build a 
left-wing coalition govern¬ 
ment," adding that he's 
already offered support to 
Sanchez.O

Cypriot investigators hunt¬ 
ing for victims of a sus¬ 
pected serial killer retrieved 
a suitcase containing the 
decomposing remains of a 
woman from the bottom of 
a man-made lake Sunday, 
fhe body is believed to be 
that of one of the victims 
of a Cypriot military officer 
who has confessed to kill¬ 
ing seven foreign women 
and girls. The suitcase was 
weighed down by a con¬ 
crete block, the chief of 
Cyprus' Criminal Investiga¬ 
tion Department said. 
Senior Inspector Neophy- 
tos Shailos said a coroner 
who examined the body 
at the scene said it was in 
an advanced stage of de¬ 
composition. He said a bat¬ 
tery of tests and scientific 


examinations will be con¬ 
ducted to determine the 
woman's identity. 
Authorities focused their 
searchonthe lake about32 
kilometers (20 miles) west of 
the capital, Nicosia, after 
the suspect — a 35-year- 


old army captain — told 
investigators that he put 
the bodies of three of his 
victims into suitcases and 
threw them into the toxic 
lake, part of a now-defunct 
copperpyrite mine. 

Those victims are believed 


to be Maricar Valtez Ar- 
quiola, 31, from the Philip¬ 
pines; Florentina Bunea, 
36, from Romania; and Bu¬ 
nea's 8-year-old daughter, 
Elena Natalia. Arquiola has 
been missing since Decem¬ 
ber 2017, while the mother 
and daughter vanished in 
September 2016. 

Shailos said a coronerwho 
carried out a preliminary 
examination at the scene 
determined that the body 
isofan adult female. 

The retrieved suitcase is 
one of two that were lo¬ 
cated in the lake Satur¬ 
day. Shailos said authorities 
won't retrieve the second 
one immediately, but will 
continue scouring the lake 
for the third suitcase. 

The development is the 
latest in a rapidly unfold¬ 
ing case that has shocked 
Cypriots who fear a serial 
killer has been preying on 


foreign women who came 
to work in the east Mediter¬ 
ranean island nation. 

The case came to light with 
the April 14 discovery of the 
bound body of 38-year-old 
Mary Rose Tiburcio, from 
the Philippines, down a 
flooded shaftnearthe lake. 
The discovery triggered a 
homicide investigation that 
led to the captain's amest 
before a second woman's 
body — thought to be that 
of 28-year-old Arian Pala- 
nas Lozano, also from the 
Philippines — was found 
in the mineshaft on April

old daughter, Sierra, who 
remains missing.

A transgenderwoman who 
broke boundaries with a 
speech in Armenia's parlia¬ 
ment says she hasreceived 
death threatsand isavoid- 
ing leaving herhome in the 
backlash to her three-min¬ 
ute address. 

Lilit Martirosian told mem¬ 
bers of pa rlia ment's huma n 
rights committee on April 5 
that the group she found¬ 
ed, Right Side, had record¬ 
ed 283 cases of transgen¬ 
der rig hts violations. 

"For me, that means that 
there are 283 criminals in 
Armenia living next to me 
and you," Martirosian said 
during her speech. "And 


who knows, maybe a 284th 
will commit a crime tomor¬ 
row." 

Some lawmakers imme¬ 
diately expressed their of¬ 
fense. The head of the 
human rights committee 
complained Martirosian 
disturbed a hearing agen¬ 
da and disrespected par¬ 
liament. 

The next day, hundreds of 
people protesting outside 
the parliament building 
demanded to have the 
podium Martirosian used 
fumigated. 

One protester brandished 
a knife at cameras and 
said he would use itagainst 
transgender people. A 
priest from the dominant 


Armenian Apostolic Church 
said gaysexshould be con¬ 
sidered a crime punishable 
by prison. 

Armenia decriminalized 
homosexuality in 2003, but 
many in the country resist 
recognizing LG BT rig hts. 

"I received many calls with 
threats directed against 
me personally. People 
would say I needed to be 
murdered, butchered," 
Martirosian told The Associ¬ 
ated Press on Friday. 

Since taking office, Prime 
Minister Nikol Pashinian has

HERAT, Afghanistan (AP) — 

Afghanistan's women are 
demanding a seat at the 
table in negotiations over 
the country's future, deter¬ 
mined to prevent the gains 
they have made since the 
2001 fa II of the Taliban from 
being bargained away. 
But already, they a re meet¬ 
ing resistance to having a 
strong voice in the talks. 

Wo me n's rig hts a c tivists a re 
not just concerned about 
the Taliban, who were no¬ 
torious for their repression 
of women during their rule. 
They are just as worried 
that relig iousconservatives, 
warlords and strongmen 
who dominate Afghani¬ 
stan's U.S.-backed leader¬ 
ship — and whose attitudes 
toward women often differ 
little from the Taliban — will 
trade away their rights to 
reach a deal. 

Pressure is on for a peace 
accord asthe United States 
seeksto end its long military 
presence in Afghanistan. 
For women, the stakes a re 
high. The advances they 
have made are important 
— forexample, women are 
now members of parlia¬ 
ment, and their rights are 
enshrined in the constitu¬ 
tion, including the right to 
education. 

But the gains are fragile 
and limited, and nearly 18 
years after the U.S.-led co¬ 
alition ousted the Taliban, 
Afghan women still live un¬ 
der a crushing weight of 
discrimination. What laws 
that do exist are little en¬ 
forced, activists say, giving 
male relatives and tribal 
councils almost complete 
say over women's and girls' 
lives That leaves them vul¬ 
nerable to violence, early 


marriage and exclusion 
from work and education. 
The 2018 Women, Peace 
and Security Index rated 
Afghanistan asthe second 
worst place in the world to 
be a woman, after Syria. 
Strong participation in talks 
is "not a gift, it is our right," 
said Suraya Pakzad, an ac¬ 
tivist. 'We, the women of 
Afghanistan, are suffering, 
fighting to bring peace in 
Afghanistan, to change Af¬ 
ghanistan." 

'We will not allow anyone 
to push us, to force usto go 
back," she said. 'We know 
howto raise our voices." 
Activists are pressing for at 
least a third of participants 
in any negotiations to be 
women. 

But so far, the door has 
been largely closed to 
them. President Ashraf 
Ghani appointed only five 
women to a 37-member 


council created to shep¬ 
herd negotiations Dozens 
of women were also taken 
off the list of planned par¬ 
ticipants at the first round 
of a ll-Afg ha n ta Iks between 
the government and Tal¬ 
iban, meant to have been 
held la st wee kin Qatar. The 
gathering was cancelled 
at the last minute because 
of a separate dispute. 
Pakzad was part of a team 
of women delegates who 
were told even before 
the cancellation that they 
would not be let into the 
talks. 'Women had trav¬ 
elled from faraway rural ar¬ 
eas, through many Taliban 
checkpoints in their burqas 
and passed very danger¬ 
ous areas to attend," she 
said. 

Activists say the advances 
for women are erratically 
enforced and hardly felt in 
rural areas where most Af¬ 


ghans live. 

Only 16 percent of the 
workforce is women, one 
of the lowest rates in the 
world, and half of Afghani¬ 
stan's women have had 
four years or less of edu¬ 
cation, according to data 
compiled by the George¬ 
town Institute for Women, 
Peace and Security and 
the Peace Research Insti¬ 
tute of Oslo. Only around 
half of school-aged g iris go 
to school, and only 19 per¬ 
cent of giris under 15 are 
literate, according to The 
U.N. children'sagency. 
Most giris are married be¬ 
fore 19 to men selected by 
theirparents—and in some 
villages, girls as young as 7 
or 8 are regularly married 
off. Women who leave an 
abusive husband or marry 
a man of their choice risk 
being imprisoned for "mo¬ 
rality crimes" 


Pakzad operates women's 
shelters in western Afghani¬ 
stan. Atone of the shelters, 
in the western city of Herat, 
dozens of women and giris 
struggle with their night¬ 
mares. 

Alissa, a 16-year-old, has 
lived in the shelter for five 
years after escaping her 
husband. Her family mar¬ 
ried her to him when she 
was 6. "I didn't even know 
what a wedding was," she 
said, speaking in a near 
whisper, herhead lowered. 
"All night I was so scared, 
and the next day I cried 
and cried." 

She wanted to leave, but 
one of her brothers threat¬ 
ened to kill her if she came 
home. Finally, after four 
yearswith herhusband, an¬ 
other brother brought her 
home. Her mother-in-law 
demanded her back — or 
her younger sister, then 7, 
ascompensation. Both giris 
escaped to the shelter. 

She and other girls at the 
shelter spoke on condition 
they be identified only by 
first name, fearing reprisals 
by family. Another teen, 
Khadeja, said her father 
took herout of school after 
the fifth grade despite her 
pleas to stay in classes. He 
then forced herto marry at 
16. From the beginning, her 
husband heather, often ty¬ 
ing herto a tree as he did 
it, or cut her with knives, 
she said. When she fled, 
her father sent her back, 
telling her "I only want you 
backhome wrapped in the 
white shroud ofthe dead.'" 
Her husband threw boil¬ 
ing water on herface and 
body, and forfourhoursshe 
had to plead to her in-laws 
to take herto a hospital, in

The government said more 
than 160,000 people have 
been affected in the large¬ 
ly rural region, many now 
exposed and hungry. More 
than 35,000 homes in parts 
of Mozambique's northern¬ 
most Cabo Delgado were 
partially or fully destroyed 
by the storm.

Thousands fleeing conflict 
orpoverty in Nigeria, Cam¬ 
eroon, Bangladesh, Haiti 
and Cuba have traveled 
a cross oceans, through the 
jungles and mountains of 
South America, up through 
Central America, on a 
route that — so far — ends 
here: the steamy, crum¬ 
bling Mexican city of Tapa¬ 
chula, nearthe Guatemala 
border. 

Over 1,500 of them while 
away the weeks — or 
months— in a park dotted 
by giant ceiba trees and 
vines, awaiting exit visas 
that never seem to come, 
like a Mexican version of 
the movie "Casablanca." 
Some say they've given 
up hope of reaching the 
United States and just want 
papers that will allow them 
to work in Mexico — but 
northern Mexico, where 
wagesare higher, "fhe gov¬ 
ernment is not prepared to 
grant that, so itkeepsthem 
here, waiting. Perhaps for 
an asylum ruling, perhaps 
residency status. 

Their lives a re a daily round 
of boredom, a lack of an¬ 
swers from authorities, dirty, 
overcrowded bathrooms 
and insufficient food. Those 
who still have money some- 
timessneakoutofthe com¬ 
pound by jumping a wall 
and buying their own gro¬ 
ceries to cook over open 
fires The international me¬ 
lange of migrants seems 
to share a taste for rice 
and lentils, not the tortillas, 
beans and eggs provided 
by Mexican authorities. 
Maureen Meyer, director 
for Mexico and migrant 
rights at the Washington 
Office on Latin America, 
said that word quickly 
spread through internation¬ 
al smuggling networks that 
Mexico had become more 
permissive for migrants At¬ 
tention drawn to the large 
caravans meandering 
north to the U.S. last year, 
combined with Mexico's 
fast-track for thousands of 
huma nita ria n visa s in J a nu- 
ary, appeared like wel¬ 
come mats on the global 
stage. At the same time, it 
became more difficult for 
migrants in Asia or Africa to 
reach Europe. 


Now the Mexican gov¬ 
ernment is trying to get a 
better handle on the flows 
-- and perhaps even limit 
transit visas-amid pressure 
from U.S. President Donald 
Trump to clamp down on 
migration to the U.S. 

'They didn't fully assess the 
messaging of being a more 
open country,"said Meyer. 
"It'sobviously a very difficult 
situa tio n" fo r M exic o. 

The backlog on Mexico's 
southern border also ap¬ 
pears, in part, to be a func¬ 
tion of budget cuts, as well 
as the country's limited 
capacity to handle large 
numbers of migrants, es¬ 
pecially those from distant 
countries, some of which 
lack the infrastructure to 
handle repatriations. 

Trump has repeatedly 
threatened to close the 
U.S. border with Mexico if 
the heavy flow of migrants 
to the U.S. continues. 

'The Mexican government's 
decision to detain as many 
migrants as possible, after 
President Trump put pres¬ 
sure on them to do so, 
has made it clear just how 
many third-country nation¬ 
als from outside Central 
America are actually in 
the country," said Andrew 
Selee, president of the 
Washington-based Migra¬ 
tion Policy Institute. 


Many of the migrants way- 
la id in southern Mexico 
take the interminable wait 
for visas in stride; they have 
been through much worse 
on their long torturous jour¬ 
neys

recounted Paul Eneceron, 
a 21 year-old economy stu¬ 
dent from Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti, who set out on Jan. 
13 from Chile — where he 
worked packing fish and 
baking cakes for 2 1/2 
years — hoping to reach 
Mexico, where he has rela¬ 
tives among the thousands 
of Haitians who have set¬ 
tled in Tijuana. 

He crossed through Peru, 
Ecuador and Colombia, 
but like most, he found the 
border between Panama 
and Colombia to be the 
most dangerous. It is pa¬ 
trolled by bandits toting 
guns and machetes who 
call themselves "Los Indios" 
('The Indians") even though 
they have no links to Pan¬ 
ama's indigenous popula¬ 
tion. It was there that the 
bandits sprang out of the 
jungle. "He (the robber) 
pointed the pistol at me 
and said: 'Hand overevery- 
thing.' And I gave him my 
backpack." 


One of the longest routes 
was that traveled by Musa 
Kolo, a welder from Nige¬ 
ria. He said he fled violence 
from the Islamic extremist 
group Boko Haram in Ni¬ 
geria's Bomo State several 
months ago and made 
his way to the Ivory Coast, 
where he stowed away on 
a freighter. Once he was 
discovered, the crew took 
pity on him a nd left him off 
in Brazil, and he made his 
way up through Colombia 
and on to Panama. From 
there the route — now well- 
worn — leadsthrough Cos¬ 
ta Rica, Nicaragua, Hondu¬ 
ras, Guatemala and finally 
Mexico. 

Like Eneceron, Kolo strug¬ 
gled in the roadlessColom- 
bia-Panama border area 
known asthe Darien Gap. 
In previous months, some 
migrants had been lucky 
enough to pay to make 
the passage on small boats 
that avoided much of the 
jungle, and the robbers. 
But in February one of the 
boats sank, killing about 19 
migrants, and the service 
wasshutdown. So migrants 
like Kolo were left to hike. "I 
spent nine days in the jun¬ 
gle, walking in the jungle. 
We had no water, ourfood 
finished after about three 
days because we didn't 
bring a lot of food. We just 


kept on walking." 

"Now, I just spend my time 
praying they will give me 
my papers," said Kolo, who 
said he would consider 
staying to work in Mexico. 
The large numbers of trans¬ 
continental migrants tra¬ 
versing that dangerous 
route speaks to the des¬ 
peration of their situations 
at home, said Meyer, of the 
Washington Office on Latin 
America 

C ha rlesLwanga, a 38-year- 
old teacher, said he fled 
Cameroon two months 
ago to escape violence 
against the English-speak¬ 
ing population by the Fran¬ 
cophone majority-govern¬ 
ment there. Lwa nga trav¬ 
elled to Ecuador and then 
headed north, hoping to 
seek asylum in the United 
States. 

At the Panama-Colombia 
border, Lwanga was lucky. 
"My group wasn't robbed," 
though others were, and 
he said, 'Some people just 
died out of exhaustion ... 
We saw bodies, fresh bod¬ 
ies, and skeletons of peo¬ 
ple who died some time 
before." 

Now, like so many others, 
after covering so many 
miles, his trail seems to 
have ended in Tapachula, 
where he said immigration 
authorities endlessly put off 
any response. 

'These are the most arro¬ 
gant immigration authori¬ 
ties I have seen on this jour¬ 
ney," Lwanga said. "Every 
minute they threaten you, 
to take you to another 
camp which is worse than 
this" 

Sometimes migrants travel 
a staggeringly long way 
to go just a short distance. 
Cuba is 90 miles from Flor¬ 
ida, but Alain Romero, a 
bakerand desert chef from 
Havana, hastravelled nine 
months and thousands of 
miles only to be stalled in 
southern Mexico. 

Romero, who hopes to get 
a job in the United States 
and send money back to 
hiswife and two daughters, 
flew from Cuba to French 
Guayana, then made his 
way through Brazil and Co¬ 
lombia to follow the Pan¬ 
ama route north, suffering 
the same brusheswith ban¬ 
dits the othersdid.Q

Ryan Palmerand J on Rahm 
shota 3-under69 in the al¬ 
ternate-shot final round of 
the Zurich Classic on Sun¬ 
day to win the PGA Tour's 
only team event by three 
strokes over Sergio Garcia 
and Tommy Fleetwood. 

Ihe victory was the fourth 
on the tourforthe 42-year- 
old Palmer, but first in nearly 
a decade. Having last won 
in 2010 at the Sony Open 
in Hawaii, Palmer waved 
and gave a thumbs-up to 
"IV cameras as he walked 
up the 18th fairway with a 
throng of fans applauding 
his and Rahm's impending 
triumph. 

Ihe 24-year-old Rahm won 
his third PGA Tour title — 
one each in three straight 
seasons. He finished in the 
top 10 for the seventh time 
this year, including a tie for 
ninth at the Masters a cou¬ 
ple weeks earlier. 
Palmer-Rahm finished with 
a 26-under 262 total at the 
7PC Louisiana, which had 
dried out considerably 
since heavy rain delayed 
the first round by more tha n 
seven hours and forced 
many players to play more 
than 18 holeson Friday and 
Saturday to get the event 
backon schedule. 


Opening the final round 
tied atop the leaderboard 
with Scott Stallings and 
Trey Mullinax, Palmer-Rahm 
surged to a two-stroke lead 
in just two holes after StaII- 
ings-Mullinax bogeyed the 
first hole and Rahm nearly 
holed out from the fringe to 
setup Palmer's 1-foot birdie 
putt on the par-5 second. 
Palmer-Rahm never lost 
the lead after that, mak¬ 
ing birdies on 13 and 14 
at virtually the same time 
Garcia-Fleetwood were 


ma king b ird ie o n 17 a nd 18. 
From there, they just had to 
avoid mistakes — and did. 
The tea ms of Kyoung-Hoon 
Lee-Matt Every and Brian 
Gay-Rory Sabbatini tied for 
third, five shots behind. Four 
tea ms tied fo r fifth at 20 un¬ 
der, four more tied for ninth 
at 19 underand defending 
champions Billy Horsehel 
and Scott Piercy were 
among five teams tied for 
13th at 18 under. 

The winners each took 
home $1.05 million, moving

to about $2.3 million. 

"Three days of sunshine 
made the greens increas¬ 
ingly faster, and a number 
of players struggled to ad¬ 
just on Sunday, regularly 
rolling putts several feet 
pastthe hole. 

Palmer and Rahm, how¬ 
ever, thrived on the greens. 
Palmer made two putts 
from around 6 feet one 
from 7, one from 8 and 
one from 11. Rahm made 


a 13-foot birdie putt on 10 
and dropped in a putt from 
nearly 24 feet to save par 
on 15. 

"The Zurich format was best- 
ball in the first and third 
rounds, allowing players to 
be more aggressive. But 
bad shots held the poten¬ 
tial to derail alternate shot 
rounds because players 
had to deal with the lies 
their teammates left them. 
Palmer and Rahm didn't 
misfire often in the final 
round, but when one of 
them did, the other re¬ 
sponded well. 

Rahm slammed his driver 
into the turf after pulling his 
tee shot through trees and 
into the waste bunker on 
12. But Palmer responded 
with a 195-yard shot that 
landed just short of the 
green, and sank a 6-foot 
putt two shots laterto save 
par. 

One hole later, Rahm's 
psyche appeared fully re¬ 
stored as bounced a 71- 
yard chip off the flag on 
13 to set up Palmer's short 
birdie putt. 

By contrast, Stallings-Mul- 
linax faded on the back 
nine, where they bogeyed 
the 11th and 13th and dou¬ 
ble-bogeyed the 16th af¬ 
ter Mullinax's tee shot went 
into the water left of the 
fairway.

Ihiem beats Medvedev in straight

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) — 

Dominic Ihiem capped an 
impressive week to win the 
Barcelona Open on Sun¬ 
day, securing his second 
title of the year. 

"The fifth-ranked Austrian 
beat Daniil Medvedev 6-4, 


6-0 Sunday, a day after he 
was dominant against Ra¬ 
fael Nadal in the semifinals 
to become the first player 
other than Novak Djokovic 
to defeat the Spaniard on 
clay fourtimes. 

Ihiem, who didn't lose a 


set all week in Barcelona, 
had beaten Roger Federer 
in the Indian Wells final last 
month. 

Ihiem is the first Austrian 
winner in Barcelona since 
"ThomasMuster, who won in 
1995 and 1996. 

'Winning this means a lotto 
me because it's such a tra¬ 
ditional and special tour¬ 
nament," Ihiem said. "Only 
great players have won 
here. 

Rafa has won it 11 times 
and itmeansa lotthatMus- 
ter won it twice. It's a big 
moment for me." 

Thiem had lost to Nadal 
in the Barcelona final two 
years ago. It was his first fi¬ 
nal on clay since last year's 
French Open, when he also 


lost to the Spaniard. 

The 14th-ranked Medve¬ 
dev, coming off a semifi¬ 
nal appearance in Monte 
Carlo, was playing in his 
first clay court final. He has 
reached at least the semi¬ 
finals in five of his nine tour¬ 
naments this season and 
has a tour-best 25 wins in 
2019. 

"The 23-year-old Russian 
started well by taking a 3-0 
lead with an early break in 
the first set, but he was nev¬ 
er in contention again af¬ 
ter "Thiem took control of a 
match that lasted just more 
than an hour. 

"Thiem dropped only five 
points in the second set, 
winning 14 in a row at one 
stage. He won 12 of the last 


13 games. 

"I tried my best, but Domi¬ 
nic was too good today," 
Medvedev said. "At one 
point, even just getting a 
point off him was a great 
achievement." 

It was the 13th career sin- 
glestitle forthe 25-year-old 
"Thiem, the ninth on clay. He 
next plays in Madrid, where 
he has been runner-up the 
la st two seasons 
"A title like this always gives 
you a lot of confidence, 
so I'll be in a good mood 
going into Madrid," "Thiem 
said. "But the special thing 
about tennis is that I'll start 
from zero in Madrid.

ounmpo. 

Jaylen Brown chipped in 
with 19 points and Gordon 
Hayward had 13 off the 
bench forthe Celtics. 
Antetokounmpo scored 22 
points but shot just 7 for 21. 
He didn't make his first field 
goal until the first minute of 
the second quarter. 

"It was one of the tough¬ 
est losses we've ever had, 
all season, especially at 
home," Antetokounmpo 
said.

"As great as he's been, he

Chase Elliott felt right at 
home, embraced by fans 
at a track a few hours from 
home and one where his 
father celebrated victory a 
couple of decadesbefore.

I was 
blown away by the people 
and how fired up every¬ 
body was. That wasan un¬ 
believable experience. We 
are close to home, so that's 
cool, and they made me 
feel that way. 

"I couldn't ask for much 
more there." 

His fa therwasbackin Geor¬ 
gia driving in a vintage cars 
race. (He won, too), 

Hend ric k M oto rspo rtstea m- 
mate Alex Bowma n finished 
second, followed by rookie 
Ryan Preece, J oey Logano 
and another rookie, Daniel 
Hemric. 

Elliott is the sixth driver to 
win through 10 Cup races 
this season and locked up 
a playoff spot. 

Elliott credited a meeting 


with all Chevy drivers for 
the late-race teamwork. 
Ihe race ended undercau¬ 
tion after David Ragan hit 
William Byron, who tagged 
Kyle Larson and sent him 
sliding across the track. 
Larson then flipped half a 
dozen times before coming 
to a stop. 

'That was probably the lon¬ 
gest flip I've ever had," Lar¬ 
son said. "I haven't seen a 
replay of it. I didn't know if 
it would ever stop. I knew 
I was flipping and was just 
hoping that I wasn't going 
to get any closer to the 
catch fence, so it was a

Kipc hoge wins London Ma rathon for rec oid 4th time 


LONDON (AP) — Eliud Kip- 
choge of Kenya ran the 
second-fastest time ever to 
win the London Marathon 
for a record fourth time 
Sunday, and compatriot 
Brig id Kosgei swept to vic¬ 
tory by almost two minutes 
in the women's race. 

The 34-year-old Kipc hoge 
pulled clear of Ethiopian 
runners Mosinet Geremew 
and Mule Wasihun in the 
final 10 minutes to com¬ 
plete the 26.2-mile (42.2-ki¬ 
lometer) course in 2 hours, 


2 minutes, 37 seconds on 
a blustery day in the British 
capital. 

Only Kipchoge has run a 
marathon quicker than 
that, when breaking the 
world record in Berlin in 
September in a time of 
2:01:39. With more twists 
and turns, London is typi¬ 
cally a slower course than 
Berlin — making Kipchoge's 
display even more excep¬ 
tional. 

"I'm happy to win on the 
streets of London for the 


fourth time and to make 
history on a day that the 
event has raised 1 billion 
pounds ($1.3 billion)," said 
Kipchoge, who won in Lon¬ 
don in 2015, '16and '18. 
Geremew finished 18 sec¬ 
onds behind, and Wasihun 
a further 21 seconds back. 
Nobody has run quickerto 
finish a marathon in second 
orthird place. 

Home favorite Mo Fa rah — 
a four-time Olympic cham¬ 
pion on the track — could 
not live with the pace, 


dropping away at the 14- 
mile mark and finishing a 
distant fifth at the end of 
a week when he was in¬ 
volved in an extraordinary 
public feud with retired dis¬ 
tance-running great Haile 
Gebrsela ssie. 

Kosgei bettered her sec¬ 
ond-place finish in last 
year's race by winning in 
2:18:20 for her second vic¬ 
tory in the World Marathon 
Majors, after Chicago last 
year. She ran the quickest- 
eversecond halfofa wom¬ 


en's marathon. 

Compatriot and defending 
champion Vivian Cheruiyot 
finished in a time of 2:20:14 
and Roza Dereje of Ethio¬ 
pia was third, 37 seconds 
further back.

NEW YORK (AP) — Eyeing 
that can of soda in the su¬ 
permarket cooler? Ormay- 
be you're craving a pint 
of ice cream? A camera 
could be watching you. 

But it's not there to see if 
you're stealing. Ihese cam¬ 
eras want to get to know 
you and what you're buy¬ 
ing. 

It's a new technology be¬ 
ing trotted out to retailers, 
where camerastry to guess 
yourage, genderormood 
as you walk by. The intent 
is to use the information to 
show you targeted real¬ 
time ads on in-store video 
screens. 

Companies are pitching 
retailers to bring the tech¬ 
nology into their physical 
stores as a way to better 
compete with online rivals 
like Amazon that are al¬ 
ready armed with troves 
of information on their cus¬ 
tomers and their buying 
habits. 

With store cameras, you 
may not even realize you 
are being watched unless 
you happen to notice the 
penny-sized lenses. And 
that has raised concerns 
overprivacy. 

'The creepy factor here is 
definitely a 10 out of 10," 
said Pam Dixon, the execu¬ 
tive director of the World 
Privacy Forum, a nonprofit 
that researches privacy is¬ 
sues. 

At the National Retail Fed¬ 
eration trade show in New 
York earlier this year, a 
smart shelf on display by 
Mood Media tried to de¬ 
tect "happiness"or'Tear J 'as 
people stood in front it — 
information a store could 
use to gauge reaction to a 
product on the shelf or an 
ad on a screen. Cineplex 
Digital Media showed off 


video screens that can be 
placed in malls or bus stops 
and try to tell if someone is 
wearing glasses or sporting 
a beard, which in turn can 
be used to sell ads for new 
frames or razors. 

The screens can also be 
placed at the drive-thru. A 
minivan pulling into a fast 
food restaurant, for exam¬ 
ple, might get an ad for a 
family-sized meal on the 
video screen menu. 

For now, the cameras are 
in just a handful of stores. 
Kroger, which has 2,800 su¬ 
permarkets, is testing cam¬ 
eras embedded in a price 
sign above shelves in two 
storesin the suburbsoutside 
Cincinnati and Seattle. Vid¬ 
eo screens attached to the 
shelves can play ads and 
show discounts. Krogersaid 
the camerasguessa shop¬ 
per's age and sex but the 
information is anonymous 
and the data is not being 
stored. If the tests work out 
well, the company said it 
could expand it into other 


locations. 

Walgreens, which hasmore 
than 8,000 drugstores, in¬ 
stalled cooler doors with 
cameras and sensors at 
six locations in Chicago, 
New York, San Francisco 
and Bellevue, Washington. 
Instead of the usual clear 
glass doors that allow cus¬ 
tomers to see inside, there 
are video screens that dis¬ 
play ads along with the 
cooler's contents. 

Above the door handle is 
a camera that can try to 
guess ages and track irises 
to see where you are look¬ 
ing, but Walgreens said 
those functions are off for 
now. The company said 
the cameras are currently 
being used to sense when 
someone is in front of the 
coolerand count the num- 
berof shoppers passing by. 
It declined to say if it will 
turn on the other functions 
of the camera. 

"All such enhancements 
will be carefully reviewed 
and considered in light of 


any consumer pnvacy con¬ 
cerns," Wa Igreenssaid. 
Advocates of the technol¬ 
ogy say it could benefit 
shoppers by showing them 
discounts tailored to them 
or drawing attention to 
products that are on sale. 
But privacy experts wam 
that even if the information 
being collected is anony¬ 
mous, it can still be used in 
an intrusive way. 

For instance, if many peo¬ 
ple are eyeing a not-so- 
healthy dessert but not buy¬ 
ing it, a store could place 
it at the checkout line so 
you see it again and "may¬ 
be your willpower breaks 
down," said Ryan Calo, a 
professor at the University 
of Washington School of 
Law and co-director of its 
Tech Policy Lab. 

'Just because a company 
doesn't know exactly who 
you are doesn't mean they 
can't do things that will 
harm you,"Calo said. 

The technology could 
also lead to discriminatory 


practices, like raising pric¬ 
es when an older person 
walks in or pushing prod¬ 
ucts based on your per¬ 
ceived mood such as ads 
for anti-depression medi¬ 
cation if the cameras think 
you looksad, addsDixon of 
the World Privacy Forum.. 
'We shouldn't be gathering 
the emotional state of any¬ 
one," Dixon said. 

At a Walgreens in New 
York, a sign above a rack 
of wines said the store is 
testing cameras and sen¬ 
sors that "do not identify 
you or store any images." 
The sign doesn't say where 
the camerasorsensorsare, 
but it does have a web ad¬ 
dress for the privacy poli¬ 
cy of Cooler Screens, the 
company that makes the 
doors 

Calvin Johnson, who was 
looking fora Snapple, said 
he visited the store before, 
but didn't notice the cam¬ 
eras until a reporter point¬ 
ed them out. 

"I don't like that at a II,"J ohn- 
son said. 

Another shopper, Ray 
Ewan, said he noticed the 
lenses while grabbing a 
Diet Coke, but isn't con¬ 
cerned since cameras are 
hard to avoid. 

'There's one on each cor¬ 
ner," Ewan said. 

Not a II retailers a re keen on 
adding embedded cam¬ 
eras. Walmart's Sam's Club, 
which is testing shelves with 
digital price tags, is cau¬ 
tious a bout them. 

"I think the most important 
thing you do with tech like 
that is to make sure people 
know," said John Fumer, 
Sam's Club's CEO. 'You 
don't want to surprise peo¬ 
ple on how you use tech¬ 
nology ordata." 

J on Reily, vice president of 
commerce strategyatcon- 
sultancy Public isSapient, 
said retailers risk offending 
customers who may be 
shown ads that are aimed 
at a different gender or 
age group. Nonetheless, 
he expects the embedded 
camerasto be widely used 
in the next four years as the 
technology gets more ac¬ 
curate, costs less and shop¬ 
pers become used to it. 

For now, he said, "we are 
still on the creepy side of 
the scale.'O

Maximizing a home down 
payment can make sense: 
Ihe bigger the down pay¬ 
ment, the lowerthe month¬ 
ly mortgage bill and the 
betterthe chance of build¬ 
ing equity more quickly. 

But putting too much down 
could leave you without 
enough cash for home 
maintenance — or any¬ 
thing else. Pinpointing the 
right amount involves bal¬ 
ancing the advantages of 
boosting the down pay¬ 
ment against the need to 
hold back money for ur¬ 
gent upgrades, life's emer¬ 
gencies, and having some 
fun with your new home. 
'There's really no one-size- 
fits-aII solution," says Jason 
Speciner, a certified finan¬ 
cial planner in Fort Collins, 
Colorado. 

IHE EFFECT OF A HIGHER 
DOWN PAYMENT 

Calculating how different 
down payments would af¬ 
fect a monthly mortgage 
payment is eye-opening. 
Some lenders require only 
3% down for conventional 
home loans, which makes 
getting in the door easier 
but means assuming more 
debtthan with higherdown 
payments 

Many borrowers ask if they 
should scrape together a 
little more, such as 5% ver¬

sus 3% says Rick Bechtel, 
head of U.S. residential 
lending atTD Bank. But that 
probably wouldn't make 
enough difference in the 
monthly mortgage pay¬ 
ment to justify doing so if it 
left you strapped, he says. 
'The need for post-closing 
cash is always greater, and 
sometimes significantly so, 
than people expect," he 
says But a higher down 
payment can make a 
significant difference if it 
means lowering or avoid¬ 
ing mortgage insurance. 


The insurance, which can 
involve upfront and month¬ 
ly fees, protects the lender 
if the borrower defaults. 
Depending on the type 
of loan, making a higher 
down payment may elimi¬ 
nate some of that expense, 
if not all of it. Kristin Phillips, 
a Tampa, Florida, psychol¬ 
ogist and author of The 
Debt Shrink blog, says she 
and herhusband, Brandon, 
couldn't put down the tra¬ 
ditional 20% but they want¬ 
ed to put down more than 
the minimum when they 


bought a home in 2013. 

'Ten percent was a good 
compromise," she says. 
That kept the monthly mort¬ 
gage under 25% of their 
income so they could live 
comfortably. Eventually 
they made extra mortgage 
payments to build enough 
equity to eliminate private 
mortgage insurance. 
BORROW WITH CARE 
When deciding on down 
payment size, consider its 
effect on other aspects of 
yourfinancial plan. 
Twenty-nine percent of 


homeowners ages 21 to 
34 borrowed from retire¬ 
ment accounts to help 
fund down payments, ac¬ 
cording to the Bank of the 
West's2018 M illennia I Study. 
But the decision to do so 
shouldn't be taken lightly. 
Borrowing from a 401(k) is 
particularly risky. Aftera job 
loss, the loan must be re¬ 
paid by the next tax filing 
deadline or it's taxed as or¬ 
dinary income, with a 10% 
penalty if the withdrawal is 
taken before age 59V2. 
Using a Roth IRA to boost a 
down payment is a better 
option, says Aaron Clarke, 
a certified financial plan¬ 
ner and wealth adviser at 
Flalpem Financial in Ash- 
bum, Virginia. There are no 
taxes or penalties on with¬ 
drawals of contributions. 
First-time home buyers 
who have contributed to a 
Roth for at least five years 
can withd ra w up to $10,000 
of eamingson the contribu¬ 
tions, tax-and penalty-free. 
But Unda Rogers, a certi¬ 
fied financial planner and 
owner of Planning Within 
Reach in Memphis, Tennes¬ 
see, says she doesn't rec¬ 
ommend borrowing from 
retirement savings. Many 
people are behind on 
saving anyway, she says, 
and borrowing from an 
IFtA means losing tax-free 
growth.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — Yea rs 

after international watch¬ 
dogs began warning that 
giraffes a re sliding toward a 
silent extinction, the Trump 
administration is taking the 
first tentative steps toward 
protecting the world's tall¬ 
est land animal underthe 
Endangered SpeciesAct. 
The move, which advo¬ 
cates say is long overdue, 
came after legal pressure 
from environmental groups. 
The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service announced Thurs¬ 
day that its initial review 
has determined there is 
"substantial information 
that listing may be warrant- 
ed"forgiraffes. The finding, 
to be published in the Fed¬ 
eral Register, will begin a 
more in-depth review and 
public comment process 
that could lead to import 
restrictions on hunting tro- 
phiesand body parts from 
giraffes, including hides 
and bones 

The giraffe population in Af¬ 
rica hasdeclined by about 
40 percent in the past three 
decades, according to the 
International Union for the 
Conservation of Nature. 

The group, which desig¬ 
nates endangered species 
, added giraffes to its "Red 
Ust" in 2016 . It determined 
thatthe speciesasa whole 
is "vulnerable" to extinction 
and classified two subspe¬ 


cies as "critically endan¬ 
gered." 

There are now only about 
68,000 mature giraffes left 
in the wild, a numberfalling 
each year. That's less than 
a quarter of the estimated 
number of remaining Afri¬ 
can elephants, which have 
been protected under U.S. 
law as a threatened spe¬ 
cies since 1978. 

Biologists cite habitat loss, 
civil unrest and poaching 
among the threats driving 
the decline. 

A coalition of environ¬ 
mental and conservation 
groups petitioned the Fish 
and Wildlife Service in ear¬ 
ly 2017 to protect giraffes 
under the Endangered 
SpeciesAct. After the ad¬ 
ministration took no action 
for nearly two years, the 
groupssued in December. 
'The United States cannot 


stand idly by and allow 
thousands of U.S. imports 
of giraffe parts every year 
without any regulation 
while these animals a re on 
a path to extinction," said 
Anna Frostic, managing 
wildlife attorney for the Hu¬ 
mane Society of the United 
Statesand Humane Society 
International. "It is time that 
the United States stand stall 
for giraffes and gives this 
at-risk species the protec¬ 
tion that it urgently needs." 
A spokeswoman for the 
Fish and Wildlife Service 
declined to comment on 
Thursday. 

Giraffes are often hunted 
for meat in the 21 African 
countries where they are 
still found. They are also 
increasingly targeted by 
wealthy trophy hunters as 
other big-game animals 
have become scarcer.Q

The amount of gear the 
East Coast lobster fishery 
puts in the water must be 
reduced in order to pro¬ 
tect a dwindling species 
of large whale, a federal 
government team recom¬ 
mended Friday. 

"fhe National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion's Atlantic Large Whale 
Take Reduction Team 
wrapped up several days 
of discussion Friday about 
ways to reduce injuries and 
deathscaused when North 
Atlantic right whales get 
entangled in fishing gear. 

In this decade, the num¬ 
ber of North Atlantic right 
whales has decreased by 
the dozens to about 411 
today. 

"Fhe team issued its recom¬ 
mendations to the federal 
government on Friday that 
call fora reduction of verti¬ 
cal trap lines — which can 
ensnare whales — by up 
to 50% in some areas. The 
team also recommended 
the use of lines that break 
more easily and allow the 
giant whales a chance to 
escape. 

The recommendations 
must now go through an 
approval process that 
could be contentious. 
Lobster fishing groups 
closely monitored the 
team's discussions and said 
rule changes need to pro¬ 


tect the fishing industry, 
too. Conservation groups 
have pushed for stricter 
new rules. 

"I'm still trying to digest what 
this means for the Maine 
fishery," said Kristan Por¬ 
ter, president of the Maine 
Lobstermen's Association 
and a member of the take 
reduction team. "It's about 
figuring out what's next for 
the fishery." 

The U.S. lobster fishery, 
based mostly in Maine, is 
in the midst of a multiyear 
boom in catch, at a time 
when domestic and inter¬ 
national interest in lobster 


is high, resulting in strong 
prices. Maine fishermen 
caught nearly 120 million 
pounds of lobster last year, 
and have topped 100 mil¬ 
lion every year since 2011 
after never doing so in the 
past. 

Porter and others said it's 
too soon to speculate what 
reducing the lines could 
mean for the size of the 
haul. Lines can be used to 
retrieve multiple traps at 
once, so a 50% reduction 
in lines doesn't necessarily 
mean an equal decrease 
in traps. 

The recent growth of the 


lobster haul has coincided 
with several bad years for 
the right whales, which 
were decimated during 
the whaling era and are a 
perennial favorite on whale 
watch tours. There were 
about 480 right whales 
in 2010, and the popula¬ 
tion has suffered due to 
high mortality and poor 
reproduction. Not a single 
calf was sighted last year, 
though thisyearthere have 
been at least seven. 

The proposed rules repre¬ 
sent "a substantial opportu¬ 
nity to reduce the impacts 
of U.S. fisheries" on the 


animals, said Sam Rauch, 
NOAA Fisheries deputy as¬ 
sistant a d m in istra to r fo r re g- 
ulatory programs 
"Everyone understands 
that there are real and 
difficult consequences to 
fishermen as a result of the 
choicesmade in thisroom," 
Ra uc h sa id. 

The take reduction team 
was created in the 1990s 
and includes scientists, 
fishermen, conservationists 
and others 

Erica Fuller, a senior staff 
attorney with Conserva¬ 
tion Law Foundation who is 
noton the team, described 
the moves as "a start," but 
added much work remains 
to save the whales 
"We need to do more and 
we need to do itfasterthan 
the rulemaking proposed 
here,"she said. 

Maine Lobstermen's Asso¬ 
ciation executive director 
Patrice McCarron sent a 
letterto NOAA earlier in the 
week that stated the group 
is committed to "identify¬ 
ing conservation measures 
to improve protections for 
rig ht whales." 

McCarron is on the take 
reduction team. Her letter, 
addressed to Mike Pento- 
ny, regional administrator 
for NOAA Fisheries Greater 
Atlantic Region, also said 
it's "crucially important" 
that lobstermen support 
the methodology used to 
make the new rulesO

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Ocean c hanges affected deadly duo 
of Mozambique cyclones

BERLIN (AP) — Warming 
waters and rising sea levels 
are affecting Indian Ocean 
eye lonessuch asthose that 
have wrought havoc in Mo¬ 
zambique in recent weeks, 
making them potentially 
more deadly. 

Butexpertscaution it ispre- 
mature to say whether the 
unprecedented double¬ 
whammy of storms to hit 
the southern African nation 
is a consequence of cli¬ 
mate change, and wheth¬ 
er these cyclones will be¬ 
come more common. 
Cyclone Idai, which 
swamped large parts of 


central Mozambique last 
month, killed over 600 
people and displaced 
thousands. Cyclone Ken¬ 
neth made landfall Thurs¬ 
day evening in the north of 
the country where no such 
storm has been recorded 
since satellite observations 
began in the 1970s. 

"There is no record of two 
storms of such intensity strik¬ 
ing Mozambique in the 
same season," said Clare 
Nullis, a spokeswoman for 
the World Meteorological 
Organization. 

“It is difficult to pronounce 
on one event like Idai, or 
even two like Idai and Ken¬ 
neth. The statistical size of 


the sample is just too small," 
she said. "But one thing is 
sure: The vulnerability of 
coastal areas will become 
worse with the sea-level rise 
induced by global warm¬ 
ing." 

"While attention is often 
given to wind speed, we 
know from experience that 
it is rainfall — and subse¬ 
quent flooding and land¬ 
slides — that can be even 
more dangerousfrom a hu¬ 
manitarian perspective," 
said Antonio Carabante, 
an emergency relief dele¬ 
gate with the International

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laylor Swift to open Billboaid Awards with performance

NEW YORK (AP) — Taylor 
Swift will open next week's 
Billboard Music Awandswith 
a performance of her new 
single "ME!" 

Swift released the colorful, 
upbeat song Friday morn¬ 
ing, ending the weekslong 
search the pop star set off 
when she teased fans with 
cluesabouta new project. 
She will kick off the May 1 
awards show at the MGM 
Grand Garden Arena in 
Las Vegas, where Mariah 
Carey, Madonna, Maluma, 
Kelly Clarkson, Paula Abdul 
and BTS are also perform¬ 
ing. 

Swift, a 23-time Billboard 
Award winner, is nomi¬ 
nated for top female artist 
and top touring artist at the 
show, which will air live on 
NBC. 

Swift released "ME!" — 
featuring Brendon Urie of 
Panic! at the Disco — on 
streaming servicesand also 
dropped its eye-popping 
music video Friday. It's the 
first single from her upcom¬ 


ing seventh album — the 
follow-up to 2017's "reputa¬ 
tion." 

In an interview with Robin 
Robertson Thursday — dur¬ 
ing the 2019 NFL Draft on 
ABC — Swift said the song 
is about "embracing your 
individuality and really cel¬ 
ebrating it." 

"Ithinkthat with a pop song 
we have the ability to get 
melodies stuck in people's 
heads and I just want it to 
be one that makes (peo¬ 
ple) feel better about 
themselves,"she said. 

The video for "ME!" starts 
with a slithering snake hiss¬ 
ing — an ode to Swift's 
"reputation" campaign 
— but then explodes into 
dozens of butterflies Pas¬ 
tel colors are all over the 
video, which includes Swift 
and Urie happily dancing 
around. 

Paniciatthe Disco released 
its debut album in 2005. It 
featured the hit "I Write Sins 
Not Tragedies" — a song 
Swift said she loved as a 
teenager. The band has

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'Avengeis: Endgame 1 obliterates records with $1.2Bopening 


NEW YORK (AP) — The uni¬ 
verse belongs to Marvel. 
"Avengers: Endgame"shat¬ 
tered the record forbiggest 
opening weekend with an 
estimated $350 million in 
ticket sales domestically 
and $1.2 billion globally, 
reaching a new pinnacle 
in the blockbuster era that 
the comic-book studio has 
come to dominate. 

The "Avengers" finale far 
exceeded even its own 
gargantuan expectations, 


according to studio esti¬ 
mates Sunday. Ihe movie 
had been forecast to open 
between $260 million and 
$300 million in U.S. and Ca¬ 
nadian theaters, but mov¬ 
iegoers turned out in such 
droves that "Endgame" 
blew past the previous re¬ 
cord of $257.7 million, set 
last year by "Avengers: In¬ 
finity Wa r" when it narrowly 
surpassed "Star Wars: The 
Force Awakens" ($248 mil¬ 
lion or a bout $266 million in

inflation adjusted dollars.) 
"Endgame" was just as 
enormous overseas. World¬ 
wide, it obliterated the 
previous record of $640.5 
million, also set by "Infinity 
War." ("Infinity War" didn't 
open in China, the world's 
second largest movie mar¬ 
ket, until two weeks after 
its debut.) "Endgame" set 
a new weekend record in 
China, too, where it made 
$330.5 million. 

In one fell swoop, "End¬ 
game" has already made 
more than movies like 'Sky- 
fall," "Aquaman" and 'The 
Dark Knight Rises" grossed 
in their entire runs, not ac¬ 
counting for inflation. 

Alan Horn, Disney chair¬ 
man, credited Marvel Stu- 
diosand itspresident, Kevin 
Feige, for challenging "no¬ 
tions of what is possible at 
the movie theater." 

'This weekend's monumen¬ 
tal success is a testament 
to the world they've envi¬ 
sioned, the talent involved, 
and their collective pas¬ 
sion, matched by the irre¬ 
pressible enthusiasm of fa ns 
around the world," Horn 
said in a statement. 

To accommodate de¬ 
mand, the Walt Disney 
Co. released "Endgame" 
in more theaters — 4,662 
in the U.S. and Canada — 
than any opening before. 
Advance ticketing services 


set new records. Early ticket 
buyerscrashed AMC'sweb- 
site. And starting Thursday, 
some theaters even stayed 
open 72 hours straight. 
'We've gotsome really tired 
staff," said John Fithian, 
president and chief execu¬ 
tive of the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Theater Owners 
"I talked to an exhibitor in 
Kansaswho said, 'I've never 
sold out a 7 a.m. show on 
Saturday morning before,' 
and they were doing it all 
acrosstheircircuit." 

Not working in the film's 
favor was its lengthy run¬ 
ning time: 161 minutes. But 
theaters kept added thou¬ 
sands of showings for "End¬ 
game" to get it on more 
screens than any movie 
before to satiate the frenzy 
around "Endgame." Joe 
and Anthony Russo's film 
ties together the "Aveng¬ 
ers" storyline as well as the 
previous 21 releases of 
the Marvel "cinematic uni¬ 
verse," begun with 2008's 
"Iron Man." 

Foran industry dogged by 
uncertainty over the grow¬ 
ing role of streaming, the 
weekend was a mammoth 
display of the movie the¬ 
ater's lucrative potency. Fi¬ 
thian called it possibly 'the 
most significant moment in 
the modem history of the 
movie business." 

'We're looking at more than 


30 million American and 
more than 100 million glob¬ 
al guests that experienced 
'Endgame' on the big 
screen in one weekend," 
Fithian said. 'The numbers 
are just staggering." 

Further boosting the results 
for "Endgame" were good 
reviews; it currently ranks as 
96%fresh on Rotten Toma¬ 
toes, the best rating forany 
Marvel movie aside from 
"Black Panther." Audiences 
gave the film a n A-plusC in- 
ema Score. 

Single-handedly, "End¬ 
game" led the overall 
weekend at the domes¬ 
tic box office to a record 
$400 million in ticket sales, 
according to Comscore. 
"Endgame" accounted for 
a staggering 88% of those 
tickets The film's grosses 
were aided by 3-D screen¬ 
ings (a record $540 million 
in global ticket sales) and 
IMAX screenings (a com¬ 
pany record $91.5 million). 
"Our partners in exhibition 
have done a greatjob with 
us on this film. As they saw 
the need, they opened 
up screens," said Cathleen 
Taft, distribution chief for 
Disney. 'While there may 
have been a concern — Is 
there going to be enough 
seats available? — I think 
that exhibition met that 
demand and rose to the 
occasion.'□

HONG KONG (AP) — J ust 

opposite the entrance to a 
neon-lit night market, one 
of Hong Kong's few remain¬ 
ing carvers of mahjong tiles 
engraves the two Chinese 
characters for the number 
8,000 on a piece of acrylic. 
With a knife in his right 
hand, Cheung Shun-king 
turns the tile with the other 
to cut into it. From time to 
time, he gently blowsaway 
the shavings 

His is a dying craft in an era 
of mass-produced tiles for 
the table-top game, popu¬ 
lar in southern China, Hong 
Kong and Taiwan. The 
65-year-old artisan believes 
there are only three orfour 
carvers left in Hong Kong. 
Cheung is trying to revive 
interest in the tradition by 
holding workshopsto dem¬ 
onstrate how the tiles are 
made. 

"For hand-carved mahjong 
tiles, when you look closely, 


you can see each of them 
is different," he said inside 
his shop, a 100-square-foot 
(9-square-meter) space 
on the ground-floor of an 
old-style shop-house. "It is 
because I carve them one 
after another, complete 
them one by one instead of 
using a mold. Sometimes, 
the strength I apply maybe 
different if I just have had 
a meal orchat while carv¬ 
ing." 

Played at Lunar New Year 
and othergatherings, mah¬ 
jong has become a sym¬ 
bol of friendship and fam¬ 
ily bonds. Chinese restau¬ 
rants provide tables and 
mahjong sets to customers 
who host wedding or birth¬ 
day banquets. Hong Kong 
once was dotted with mah¬ 
jong parlors, where people 
could play against strang¬ 
ers for money, but few are 
left. 

Each mahjong set has 144 
tiles with designs that in¬ 
clude Chinese characters, 
dots, flowers and bamboo 


sticks. The four players sit 
around a square table and 
shuffle the tiles face-down. 
Each arranges a set of tiles, 
like a hand ofcards, before 
the game starts. They then 
take tumsdrawing and dis¬ 
carding the tiles until one 
player forms a winning 
combination. 

It takes Cheung nearly a 
week to make one set, 
because he usually carves 
only at night, when he isn't 


serving customers and run¬ 
ning errands. After carv¬ 
ing the tiles, he cleans and 
paints them in three colors: 
green, blue and red. The fi¬ 
nal step is to rub and wipe 
away the excess dried 
paint. 

A set of his tiles sells for at 
least $400, nearly tenfold 
the price of factory-made 
tiles. 

He started a recent work¬ 
shop by demonstrating 


how he engraves the tiles, 
so the participants can 
learn basic skills such as the 
proper posture to sit and 
hold a carving knife. Then, 
he went around the room 
teaching them one-on- 
one. 

'Once you tried, you know, 
hacking your way with one 
of these, then you can see 
the intense skill it takes just 
to make a few strokes and 
to get something so beau¬ 
tiful out of it," said one stu¬ 
dent, Adrian O'Sullivan, a 
28-year-old elementary 
school teacher. 

Cheung doesn't expect 
them to become master 
carvers. At the end of the 
class, he retouches the tiles 
made by the students so 
they have a good-looking 
one to take home. 

'There used to be more 
than 10 mahjong stores 
along this street," he said. 
"Before when it was a flour¬ 
ishing business, it wasn't a 
problem even if there were 
many of us. □
